From Strike of China Workers. 
Paris, April 19. -The strike riots at 
Limoges are developing international 
features as the Haviland factory em­ 
ploying 6,000 persona, of which Theo­ 
dore and "harles 
Haviland, Ameri­ 
cans, are tin* proprietors, is the cen­ 
ter of the disorder. 
Ambassador Por- 
ter is taking active stops to insure the 
protection 
of 
American 
Interests 
against violence and to secure au ad 
justm ent between the proprietors of 
the factory arid the workmen. 
He con­ 
ferred with foreign Minister Delcasse 
concerning the precautionary 
meas­ 
ures which tl^e government is taking. 
The situation is complicated by strong 
Socialist opposition to the government 
sending troops to Limoges. At M. Del j 
oasfie's request General Porter used 
his good offices with the Messrs. Havi-1 
land. 
The latter, however, maintained 
-that the workmen were not justified 
in demanding the discharge of the | 
foreman of the factory anil therefore j 
his efforts to effect a reconciliation 
were unsuccessful.
